Peterson, Tracy Roehrick, Chris Lowerv, David Ross) 

ANNOUNCER #1; He are in touch with NASA. The launch will be 
on schedule, (pause - voice of f -earner a) ...3, 2, 1 - 
L I FTOFF . ( ANN OUNCER aga l n ) " U ictoria" is victorious!! 
"victoria" (shuttle begins "orbit" around map and makes one 
trip) is named after Magellan s ship of that name - the 
first to oo around the world. Magellan left Spain on a 
westward route (ship begins voyage on map) to the Spice 
Islands with a crew of 234 men on 5 ships, They were 
"Victoria", (ANNOUNCER points to ship "sailing" along route) 
"Trinidad", "Conception". "Santiago", and "San Antonio". 

Magellan had to take all kinds of supplies with him. His 
main defense supplies included cannons and cannonbal 1 s , 
oun powder, arrows, crossbows, and knives, (pictures of these 
supplies on -earner a as ANNOUNCER talks > Food, of course, i-Jii 
absolutely necessary, as there were no supermarkets along 
the Msy in those days. The food supplies mainly consisted 
of beans, peas, cheese, and fresh water in large casks, 
because they would die if they drank salty ocean water, 
sal ted meat, and biscuits, 

The ships traveled to the southern tip of South America 
(model could be there waiting). It was there that Magellan 
discovered a waterway between the continent and islands to 
the south that could easily be navi gated . This was 
Magellan's major discovery. The waterway, now called the 
"Straits of Magellan", is 350 miles long and 2 to 29 miles 
wide. He then continued his journey to the Spice Islands 
(ship moves along) where he was killed by natives. 
"Victoria", with a crew of 18 men, was the only ship to 
finish the voyage back to Spain, (small ship with magnet 
left on behind map stays at Spain; shuttle begins to orbit 
a g a i n ) 

ANNOUNCER #2 : Our new space shuttle "Victoria" now orbits the 

earth in space as Magellan's ship of that name did so long 
aoo on the sea.

The main -food supplies carried on the shuttle are more 
■appetizing than those that Magellan was able to carry. This 
is due to dehvdra t i on . This process is the removal of water 
trom food. 

A! so carried on the shuttle are ready— to-eat foods in foil 
packages. These foods have been treated by the process 
Called " thermo-stabi 1 izatcm" . Foods are heated to a 
temperature that kills the bacteria that causes spoilage. 
Then they are quick-sealed in foil . 

Fresh foods that our astronauts will be able to enjov may 
include hot dogs, beef, ham, chicken a la king with crushed 
pineapple. These foods can be heated in a convection oven 
in the gal I ey . 



For dessert there may be fruit cocktail, puddings, cookies, 
fresh fruit which has been thermo-stabi 1 i zed . or perhaps 
freeze-dried ice cream. 

Magellan's "Victoria" took three years to circle the globe.
